It is said, without flaunting but with reason, that 
there is no more brainy woman in the world than 
the native or imported daughter of Los Angeles. 
And it is equally true that in no portion of the

For a moment I gazed in speechless wonder, 
Surely, this modish figure in pale rose broadeloth, 
her arms covered with long white gloves, was not 
the ““poultry woman’’ of whom I had heard so 
much. There is a charm about Mrs. Burbridge that 
would win her success in any undertaking, but it was 
at first difficult to separate her from’ the frivolities 
and luxuries of fashion, or to imagine her, in short 
skirt and shirtwaist, attending in person to her 
fowls. 

But before we could start on our confab my host- 
ess excused herself for a moment to answer a sum- 
mons from the telephone, and before that was fin- 
ished an aged woman had entered, and must be 
answered. ‘Poor old lady!” sighed Mrs. Bur- 
bridge as she resumed her seat. ‘She wants to 
know how to get her hens to set. But they all come 
to me to ask how to do the smallest thing connected

Mrs. Burbridge, gaily, 

“Well,’’ I admitted, ‘‘you don’t look the part: 
that was what I was about to say, though.’’ 

‘IT am a poultry woman,’’ said the pretty chat- 
elaine, with a grimace, ‘‘and I am making it pay. 
Now, isn’t that business-like ?’’ 

‘“How in the world did you get into it?’’ I asked, 
still more than half inclined to think that it was a 
huge joke. 

‘Just happened into it’’ was the brief rejoinder. 
“T’li tell you”’ with a bright laugh, and a nod to the 
small Elizabeth, who was pouring tea for us. “I 
was ill about three years ago and the doctor ordered 
me to spend all my time, even taking my meals, out 
of doors. ‘What on earth shall I do?’ ] asked Mr. 
Burbridge. ‘Shall I have to spend my days in a 
hammock reading novels?’’ 

‘“*T don’t believe that you could stand that’ he

‘“*T would not like them at all,’ I replied, and 
then we went over everything and 1 thought of 
chickens. We had always had a few fowls and I 
imagined that if I were to have some good breed I 
might like chickens. I tried every species that I 
could hear of but none of them seemed to please 
me. Finally, one day, my husband came in, tri- 
wnphantly: ‘I’ve got something for you,’ he said; 
‘a setting of Orpington eggs.’ 

‘“‘T’ll never forget how vexed I was when I had 
wormed it out of him that the price he paid for 
those eves was sixty-five dollars. ‘Why,’ I eried, 
indignantly, ‘that would buy me a frock.’ But the 
egos were hatehed and from the time I saw the tiny 
yellow balls I admitted that I had found what I was 
after. I cabled to England, to Cook, the Orpington 
fancier, for five trios of the birds. They come in five 
colors, you know, and in the Poultry Show, where 
I entered them, only five months after T had gone 


into the business, I captured the prizes. But,’’ with 
an exultant laugh, ‘‘I ean discount the English 


birds.’’ 

“You give much of your time to them?’’ I asked. 

‘Sometimes I spend days attending to the chick- 
ens. I always superintend sales of the eggs and 
birds, and I mate all fowls. When there is to be a 
show I feed with my own hands the competitors. 
Thus T have the whole detail of the place at my fin- 
ger tips, so of course I am fit to take charge at any 
tie a man leaves. It is really a pleasant business 


and I enjoy. One of the reasons I have carried on 
this ranch myself is to prove that a woman is able 
to run a poultry farm, unaided. See my wrists,’’ 
stripping the euffs of her elbow-length lace sleeves 
back. ‘‘They are not very muscular and yet I can 
manage a very heavy bird.’’ 

‘‘T suppose that you win all sorts of prizes, Mrs. 
Burbridge?’’ 

‘Well, hardly all sorts, but a good many. I hold 
eleven rare trophies.

‘“But you go out a good deal?’’ I persisted—it 
was impossible to think of the charming woman ex- 
cepting as a favorite with her fellows. 

‘“Yes, occasionally. Not, of course, as we used to 
when we were first married,’’ 
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‘“Five evenings a week?’ I suggested.

No sooner was I in- 
duced into office and got aceustomed to sliding 
around in “‘Pinky’s’’ old office chair than I was im- 
mediately beset with temptations which, dear diary, 
I must confess I had the hardihood to resent—this, 
I attribute to my unfailing and well known eode of 
moral ethics. Of course, you must remember that 
we all have our temptations, and the survival of the 
tttest proposition. fits as well in this particular office 
as anywhere else in the city hall. General Otis and 
Harry Chandler summoned me to the Presence this 
morning. The General was in a particularly happy 
frame of mind over the thought that Hearst was noi 
mayor of New York at this very moment.

heartily agreed, and that Glasgow was enjoying 
the immense benefits of municipal ownership of pub- 
lie utilities. Lowenthal said it would pe worth— 
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whisper, dear diary, I’m afraid to confide even in 
thee, so fearful am I that ‘‘Pinky,’’ or Fred or some 
of those other naughty, naughty boys will hear me 
—well, more than a month’s subscription to The 
Times if I would come out flat-footed in favor of 
municipal ownership, a la Glasgow, in my annual 
message. Anyway, I’m sure to have a big picture 
of myself in The Examiner, together with a regular 
Pads and Panties notice of myself anti my wonder- 
ful record as chief executive of this beautiful city.

Diagnosis of Today's Drama 


BY FREDERICK WARDE 


During the last quarter of a century the tendency 
of public taste has been toward the higher forms of 
dramatic entertainment. This is not only true of the 
United States, but of all English speaking countries, 
indeed, I may say, of the entire world. The reason 
may, I think, be found in the strenuous life of the 
present day and the intensity of competition in all 
walks of life. The business man seeks recreation, 
not in the philosophic reflections or noble ideals of 
the poet, that give him food for subsequent thought 
and reflection, but in temporary diversion and dis- 
traction from the serious problems of life. Hence 
the popularity -of the homorous and frivolous pro- 
ductions that now occupy the stage. He finds in 
them life, action, color, movement and frequently 
beauty that serve to pass his hours of leisure, enter- 
tain and please for the time being, but leave no 
thought and searcely a memory afterwards. This 
is not merely a theory, but a condition that all 
must recognize. 


But however discouraging this condition may be 
to those who have devoted their lives to the highest 
forms of the drama, it should prove an incentive to 
the elevation and greater achievement of an institu- 
tion that has always been, and is, one of the greatest 
factors in civilization. 


A few years ago a tragedian toured the country 
with a small and frequently incompetent company, 
with no appropriate scenery or accessories to com- 
plete the illusion of the play, trusting to his own 
personal ability to satisfy his audience. Today, 
general knowledge, science and mental development 
of the people demand accuracy of scenic investiture, 
complete and correct aecessories and intelligence 
and competence in the rendition of the most subor- 
dinate part in the play. This is as it should be, and 
the drama then becomes not only a means of recre- 
ation but a source of education, progress and en- 
lightenment. The great masters of the tragic 
drama have passed away, but their memory remains 
with many, and the names of Forrest, Booth, Dav- 
enport, Barrett, MeCullough, Irving and Charlotte 
Cushman are honored and revered wherever men- 
tioned. We ean not boast today of such actors of 
distinction, but I firmly believe that when. the pub- 
lic makes the demand the supply will be fortheom- 
ing, 

There never was a time in the history of the stage 
that it was peopled by so many men and women of 
culture and refinement, and the accomplishments of 
Mr. Richard Mansfield, Mr. Sothern and Miss Mar- 
lowe in this country, Mr. Beerbohm Tree and Mr. 
Forbes Robertson in England, Mounet Sully in 
France, Barnay and others in Germany provide am- 
ple proof that we still have men and women fully

competent to support the grandest traditions of the 


drama. For myself I have retired temporarily from 
the stage to lecture on Shakespearean subjects, in 
which I find the greatest public interest, and which 
[ am vain enough to think will stimulate thought 
and study on the subject, and in a humble way 
arouse in the minds of the people a desire to see 
adequate representations of classic literature upon 
the stage. Should I achieve my object I shall be 
glad to return, and if called upon do my share in 
popularizing an institution that can be made such a 
potent force in human development. 

The drama is an institution that appeals to hu- 
manity in a most forcible manner. It teaches by 
example as well as by precept. The classic or 
legitimate drama is the parent stem or vertebrae of 
the institution, and though temporarily under a 
cloud, it will emerge from its present depressed 
conditions, chastened, purified and strengthened to 
elevate, instruct and inspire the minds of men. 
teaching its glorious lessons of patriotism, virtue, 
self-sacrifice and devotion, ‘‘holding the mirror up 
to nature,’’ .and by its powerful lessons and strik- 
ing examples it will again bless and beautify the 
world.

Are Gathering Data 

While engineers of all grades and degrees are 
discussing the various reports that have been made 
in regard to the Owens River project, I have it on 
the authority of J. M. Elliott, president of the First 
National Bank, and a member of the Water Board, 
that the city authorities are not prepared to am- 
plify their first estimates of the cost of the conduit 
and work necessary both in the Owens River Val- 
ley, and at this end of the line. The Water Board, 
so Mr. Elliott tells me, will be in possession of com- 
plete data with which to make a close estimate of 
the cost in about five or six months. The board has 
a large foree of men in the field, and until these 
men have finished their work and have properly 
classified the results of their labors, the board will 
have nothing to say about the actual expenditure 
which will be necessary to bring the Owens River 
water to Los Angeles. For the present the board 
sees no reason to doubt the accuracy of the original 
estimate as made by Mr. Mulholland, and the mem- 
bers of the board are content. to rest satisfied with 
their original general estimate of the cost. When 
everything is at hand and arranged for quick refer- 
ence, the Water Board entends to employ a com- 
mission of three eminent engineers to pass upon the 
project and its cost. Then a statement will be 
made to the voters. Until that time, I understand 
the board will take the position that it made its first 
fizures as closely and conservatively as is possible, 
all things considered. i 














When the board speaks, it 
wishes to do so with absolute authority. As a mat- 
ter of fact the Council has the authority to spend 
the bond fund as it may determine, but has practic- 
ally allowed the Water Board to carry out its plans 
as laid down by Mr. Mulholland. 


Hunting a Police Commissioner.

Gates’s undoubted talents descending to either of 
these classes; but, nowadays one is always sus- 
picious of orators, It would seem that the strength 
of the tongue is apt. to invalidate the backbone. Mr? 
Gates had given his colleagues, Messrs. QO. T. John- 
son and Mason, assurances that if the people ex- 
pressed their desire at the polls to reduce the num- 
ber of saloons in the city of Los Angeles from 200 to 
70, he would vote in favor of those seventy licenses 
being arbitrarily transferred to the Gothenburg As- 
sociation.

Voters’ League Proves Its Use. 


Seore one for the Voters’ League. A committee 
of the League, consisting of Messrs. Russ Avery, 
President Jesse F. Waterman, W. lL. Buxton, J. B. 
Irvine and Dr. John R. Haynes appeared before the 
Council last Monday and requested that body to 
pass the Fender, Speed and Freight ordinance 
drafted by J. H. Call and Russ Avery. The direct- 
ors of the League claim that they had over 4250 
signatures to its petition to eall a special election, 
but owing to the straitened finances of the city they 
did not present the petition. I fancy also there were 
a few flaws in the signatures. After Mr. Avery had 
outlined the salient features of the ordinance, he 
urged the Council to pass it. Dr. Haynes provided 
some interesting data concerning the number of 
deaths caused by street cars in 70 prominent cities 
of the world and compared them with similar fatal- 
ities in Los Angeles. The principal trouble about 
these statistics is that we probably have very much 
the best street car system in the world, and that we 
won’t be happy with anything inferior, even if the 
excellence of the service, in rapidity and frequency, 
does deprive us so constantly and so lamentably of 
so many people who will not ‘‘look out for the 
cars.’’ But it seems quite obvious that Mr. Hunt- 
ington can and should provide his ears with a safer 
fender, and if the Voters’ League. succeed in ‘‘per- 
suading’’ him in that direction, we should all be 
erateful to the League instead of ‘‘cussing”’ it. But 
I do not think there is one chance in a hundred of 
the ordinance being adopted in anything like its 
present form. 


To Mr. Mead 


In the facetious remarks about Mr. William Mead, 
president of the Central Bank and pontifex maxi- 
mus of the Gothenburg dream, it seems that I con- 
veyed certain insinuations that I did not in the least 
intend. Mr. Mead’s closest friend has brought me 
to task for an inference which I did not mean— 
that he accumulated his capital in Sacramento. Mr. 
Mead, it seems, was worth some $80,000, garnered 
by judicious real estate investments before he went 
to the Legislature. He assures me he lost money in- 
stead of finding it among politicians, I am glad to 
give Mr, Mead the fullest credit for this fact. Presi- 
dents of National banks and other high financial in- 
stitutions are so exceedingly sensitive these days. 


A Free Harbor? 


A syndicate of Eastern capitalists, interested in 
the ship-building business, supported by local as- 
sociates, have combined to attempt a solution of the 
Free Harbor question at San Pedro by proposing to 
build a stone bulkhead from the southeast corner of 
the United States Government Reservation in a 
westerly direction and, practically, at right angles 
to the channel which is now being dredged by the 
United States Government to the Inner Harhor at 
Wilmington. From this point the proposed wester- 
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ly line will run northwesterly and more or less 
parallel to that channel to intersect the highwater 
line at about San Pedro street and running thence 
along the present shore line to the point of com- 
mencement, embracing about 1o3 acres of land. It 
is the intention of the syndicate, should the powers 
that be grant the necessary franchises, to reclaim 
this body of shallow water by fillmg it In with 
material dredged from the southerly face, using the 
land so reclaimed for the necessary shops and ware- 
houses of a shipbuilding and repairing yard. This, 
they believe, will enable San Pedro to become not 
merely a port of eall but a terminal point for 
European tonnage and the great trans-Pacifie lin- 
ers, for it 1s obvious that if San Pedro’s and Los 
Angeles’s true destiny is to be realized, a repair and 
docking yard is imperative. Already the petition 
for the privilege of building this bulkhead has been 
forwarded to the United States Government and a 
petition was filed last Thursday evening before the 
Trustees of the City of San Pedro. Thus the en- 
terprise is floated on the sea of its destiny to sink 
or swim as these bodies may see fit to decide. 


Feasible and Honest. 


We live in a suspicious age, and no wonder, when 
we behold the devious and frequently damnable 
money-machinations of our fellows. We recall the 
old Roman saying ‘‘Timeo Danaos dona ferentes,’’ 
but it does seem to me that the benefits to acerue 
to the public and the City of San Pedro are obvious 
in the syndicate’s offer to construct, free of charge, 
a thousand feet of sea front connected by a boule- 
vard a hundred feet wide and about thirty-five 
hundred feet long, with the City of San Pedro by 
joming its principal street, always provided that 
this scheme be hedged around by all the weight of 
the law to prevent its ever being alienated from 
public use. Any vessel coming in could then ap- 
proach the wharf free of charge and send to Los 
Angeles for such freight as it might need and have 
it hauled down by whatever method desired by the 
ship’s skipper. Santa Fe? I do not see it that 
way. Captain Randolph H. Miner, a very well 
known United States retired naval officer of twenty- 
five years experience and a local capitalist and 
shrewd business man, has the project in hand for 
the syndicate interested. Since the inception of the 
Free Harbor project Capt. Miner has been a mem- 
ber of the Harbor Committee of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce and is therefore thoroughly 
versed in the demands of that body for protection 
of the public interests in the Harbor of San Pedro. 
Capt. Miner, I believe, means to steer this proposi- 
tion along the lines laid out by the Chamber, con- 
fident that the establishment of those lines means 
the survival of the best endeavors of the most pub- 
he-minded citizens. The captain has pointed 
out that the proposition as outlined by him is strict- 
ly in line with the recommendation of the board of 
naval and engineering experts that deliberated here 
under the chairmanship of Admiral Walker. 


An Easy Road. 


I should like to know whether the men in control 
of some of the corporations in. this city think that 
the police authorities exist for the purpose of catch- 
Ing and punishing criminals, or for the purpose of 
collecting bad debts.

up. We all remember that within two years the 
Union Savings Bank has taken in the Columbia, and 
the consolidated institution has been merged with 
the German-American Savings Bank. Then the days 
are very dull indeed when Joe Sartori of the Secur- 
ity Savings Bank has not a merger on hand, or one 
in mind. Among the commercial banks, the merger 
of the First National, the Los Angeles National, 
and Southwestern National is still fresh in the pub- 
hie mind. Here we have a new bank project under 
Mr. Douglas’s care, and the United States National, 
backed by I. W. Hellman, both during the last two 
years, to say nothing of the little suburban banks 
which are doing business. Banking must be a great 
business in this town, if we are to judge by the 
eagerness with which men enter the field.

It is a tradition of the Orpheum ecireuit that the 
‘Road Show’’ when it comes to town is something 
super-excellent. As a matter of fact it 1s not su- 
perior to the average good bill regularly furnished 
to the patrons of the house. There can be no doubt 
of the attractiveness of vaudeville as exhibited by 
the Orpheum management. Packed houses at daily 
matinees as well as evenings attest the craving of 
our people for the lightest possible form of enter- 
tainment. The bill this week contains, among other 
acts, a pair of ultra-grotesque comedians who work 
very hard on a bicycle stunt and reap their reward 
in approving laughter.

The 
best eharaeter in the play is that of Estabrook, a 
roving artist with a fine eye for color and in search 
of ‘‘atmosphere:’’ a sensitive, clever man, was given 
to the Jow comedian, who naturally made hash of 
his remains. Miss Hall elocuted her one stormy 
scene and Mr. Burton and Phosa McAllister 
seemed to be muttering silent protests at being re- 
quired to show familiarity with the dialeet, man- 
ners and eustoms of such a forsaken and far-off 
eountry as North Carolina.

‘The Moth and the Flame’’ one of Clyde Fitch’s 
early and most successful works, is at the Belasco 
this week. It is seven years since Herbert Keleey 
and Effie Shannon first gave us the flame and the 
moth respectively and the piece has sinee been done 
several times here. The present revival is excellently 
staged and well acted. If the last act fails in inter- 
est, it 1s because of the author and no fault of the 
actors. The final curtain is weak as an ending to a 
play that has excited so strong an interest in the 
beginning. The people are well cast for their parts, 
Bernard having the best opportunity since his en- 
gagement here. It is a sad fact that the better such 
a character as that of Fletcher is played, the more 
contemptible he appears and while this may be econ- 
sidered a triumph of art, it would not recommend 
itself to an actor fond of protruding his own person- 
ality in every part he plays—Bernard makes 
Fletcher the cad and the scoundrel that the author 
intends. Ie is thoroughly despicable and his offer 
of reformation is made to appear as gauzy as the 
professions of such systematic villains always are.

His 
changes are not only bewildering in their rapidity, 
but each character has its distinguishing marks so 
clearly and cleverly brought out that the deception 
seems almost incredible. His best personations were 
those of the famous musical composers, over a dozen 
in number, which were humorously convincing even 
to those whose only acquaintance with the originals 
might have been through portraits. Aldo’s Neapol- 
itan song was a marvel of rapid clear articulation of 
that most difficult and fiery of dialects. 


The best effort of Louis James was reserved for 
the closing days of his engagement by his astute 
managers and his appearance as Virginius was too 
late for notice in these columns last week. It was 
a powerful piece of work, acted in accordance with

‘““T remember, I remember,’’ how, in the fallow 
days of youth, I was once taken sharply to task for 
a sturdy refusal to bow before an established idol. 
It was during a temporary residence in Sheffield, 
the grimy cutlery center (which residence may ac- 
count for the knifing in which we are occasionally 
tempted to indulge), and Sims Reeves, the great- 
est tenor of his time, had provoked the boyish 
opinion that a certain Yorkshire lad (name forgot- 
ten) could give him larynx and lungs and then sing 
him to a standstill. My mentor proffered the re- 
mark that it was all right to say that to him, be- 
cause he was a good and indulgent friend; but he 
really prayed that I would not make a dam _ fool 
of myself by telling it out aloud—and I think to this 
day that he was an ass for his pains. 

That’s just it. In the sphere of music-doing we 
have set a few gods up on end—gods to whom we 
willingly bend the knee, in truth, but gods whose 
perfection is so delicately molded that we must needs 
oo about with bated breath lest the be-praising of 
some common, ordinary mortal might jar the godly 
touchiness and wreck our own reputation. 

This is the way of it with Beethoven, in especial. 


Speak of the Eroica Symphony with the musical 
aristocracy, (or with hoi polloi, just as you 
prefer,) and you see outspread palms and eyes 


turned heavenward, after the fashion of the pro- 
fessional godly, just because it is Beethoven, and for 
no other reason in the wide, wide world. Ask this 
same chosen people (or the common, vulgar multi- 
tude, for that matter) if they did not honestly en- 
joy Mr. Sehoenefeld’s three graceful works infinite- 
ly more, or if they did not find more richness of tonal 
effect, more human passion, more melodic intensity, 
more emotionalism, more of the true intent of all 
writing, in ‘‘Les Preludes,’’ and they will look 
every inch the shock they feel, the while they haste 
to tell you that ‘‘of course, these things are very 
clever and very pretty, and all that; but, then. 
Henry Schoenefeld is so very recent, and, as for 
Liszt, why, he’s so unconscionable an iconoclast and, 
moreover, (with averted eyes) such an improper 
person, don’t you know?’’ 

I imagine that Mr. Schoenefeld must be content 
to go about without the immortal halo for some time 
yet, and I suppose we may as well confess that Liszt 
was not precisely puritanical in either his ideas or 
his actions: but, if these facts have anything to do 
with the ineffable charm of the exquisite string cy- 
ele, or if they in any way account for the intense 
humanity and appealing quality of the Abbian poem 
—then, there is great cause for thankfulness in 
both the newness of Mr. Sehoenefeld and the 
naughtiness of Mr. Liszt. 

Of the superb streneth and wondrous grasp in the 
‘‘Broiea’’ of Beethoven there can be no question. 
But to profess that everything that came from his 
nen is necessarily touched with the magie wand of 
beauty is nothing short of sheer nonsense. There 1s 


in the ‘‘Eroiea,’’ for example, page upon page of 
mere contrapuntal wandering, stacks of tonic and 
dominant commonplaces, masses of blatant, blaring 
violinistic 


noise, signifving nothing, and cords of 
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gew-gaws which have about as much relation to Na- 
poleon’s tragic career as they have to Dr. Dyke’s 
hymn-time writing in the cloistered quietude of the 
glorious old cathedral pile of Durham. It is pre- 
cisely the presence of this great proportion of tech- 
nical dross in the mass of pure molten gold that 
spoils so much of the greater symphonie work for 
our ears; and it is the marvelous power with which 
the later ‘‘iconoclasts’’ lke Liszt and Strauss and 
Tehaikowsky have made this rank, weedy vegeta- 
tion blossom into a veritable garden of fragrant 
blossoming that we not only find more of soul-satis- 
faction in their voicement but account them of true 
ereatness in that they have found the real mission 
of music—beauty in melody, beauty in richness, 
beauty in homogeneity, beauty in noble ugliness, 


beauty in every form and shade and color, but 
beauty ever. 
The newspaper comments on Mr. Schoenefeld’s 


three string works altogether failed to do justice to 
their subject by reason of their brevity and com- 
parative inconsequence. As a matter of positive 
musical fact, whether judged from either a pure 
writing standpoint or from the question of sensuous 
effect, no more really beautiful contributions to 
tutti string repertory have been produced within 
my memory. The part writing is full of melodie in- 
terest everywhere, even while the warm tonal tint is 
never permitted to fade for an instant; and it will 
be a very long time before I shall forget the inde- 
finably subtle sense of rest and peace which stole 
Insensibly sonlward under the sway of the Cordelia 

Meditation.’’ 

I wish to Heaven it were given to people in gen- 
eral to know and appreeiate the exquisite beauty 
and artistic musicianliness of work of this order. 
Not that there conld be found the slightest cause 
for cavil at the bearing of the symphony audience 
towards both the works and their composer—for 
NO more generous approval could well be meted out 
than was given on Friday last. 

One word for the interpretative quality of the 
work and this notice must close. The orchestra 
still continues its steady march toward greater 
homogeneity and richer timbre. One could scarce 
ask for better tonal results than the strings 
achieved in their special ‘‘solo’’ of the day; and, 
notwithstanding the quaint humorosity of some of 
the newspaper comment, there was really little to 
find fault with except in the technical struggles for 
whieh the composer, rather than the players, should 
take the blame. 

The audience was Jarge, and Mr. Hamilton di- 
rected with the general surety which is palpably 
gaining weight with added vears. In resigning the 
haton to Mr. Schoenefeld for his own works Mer. 
Hamilton did honor to the composer, to the orches- 
tra which plaved them superbly, to the approving 
audience and to his own reputation for courtliness 
In gladly giving honor where honor is deserved. 


We have lone been praying for something new 
In the musical comedy line, and here, surely, 1s the 


beginning of the trouble:

No naval lieutenant with a tenor voice. 

_No show girls! Foolish, foolish Richard! 
Bring on your dainty lassies without your old 
opera—and we are yours (and theirs), body and 
soul. But, opera, farcical or otherwise, without the 
tootsie-wootsies—bah!

As to the graphophone eraze, and the school musi¢ 
delinquency, Mr. Patten might just as well save his 
breath. The former, so far from being ecurbable, is 
bound to make giant strides in the next deeade; and 
the latter, seemingly, is destined to be as it was in 
the beginning, is now, and ever shall be, world with- 
out end. Amen.

Officers and directors of the International Savings 
and Exchange Bank assembled at a banquet in the 
rooms of the Italian-American Club, 621 North Main 
street, on the evening of January 6. The bank will 
soon erect a building to accommodate its erowlng 
business, and at the banquet this prosperity was in- 
cidentally touched upon. ‘The officers are John 
Lopizich, president: Leon Esceallier, A. Fusenot and 
John Castera, vice-presidents; J. H. Goodhue, eash- 
ier. 

Y. A. Innis, F. L. Forrester and H. A. Dutton, 
directors in the Commercial Bank of Santa Moniea, 
have tendered their resignations to President Mar- 
vin R. King of the bank and they have been accept- 
ed. The reason given for the tendering and accept- 
ance of the resignations is that all three men are 
engaged in. business and are residents of Los An- 
eeles. Mr. King wishes to make the bank a purely 
local affair. Henry Wildey, Dr. W. H. Kiger and 
C. N. Brundige have been elected to take the places 
made vacant. 


E. J. Vawter, head of the Santa Monica Commer- 
cial Company, states that if the trustees will give 
a business proposition, the bond issue for $250,000 
for a water system may be determined on its merits. 
He strongly indorses the city and county consolida- 
ed scheme in connection with the Owens River 
plan. 


The Council of Tueson, Ariz., at a meeting Satur- 
day night, passed a resolution calling for a $200,000 
bond issue for the water department, and for street 
work, park and fire departments; $150,000 shall be 
devoted to improvement of the water service. 

A resolution of intention has been passed at 
Oceanside for the grading, graveling, oiling and side- 
walking, curbing and guttering of Second street, and 
that serial bonds shall be issued to represent the’ 
eost thereof. 

E. H. Rollins & Son, bond buyers of San Fran- 
cisco, have notified the supervisors of Los Angeles 
county that they have approved the $60,000 issue 
of Santa Monica school bonds, and will take the 
same. 

The Redondo trustees have ordered an ordinance 
drawn calling a special election on the question of 
issuing bonds of about $100,000. A sewer system 
and city hall are contemplated. 

The clerk of the Board of Supervisors of Los An- 
geles has been directed to advertise for sale $260,000 
worth of Los Angeles city school bonds. Bids will 
be opened February 5 at 2 o’clock; said bands to 
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bear interest at the rate of 5 per cent, payable semi- 
annually. Said bonds are 260 in number, of $1000 
each. A certified check payable to the chairman of 
the board for 3 per cent. of the amount bid is re- 
quired. The Board of Supervisors will also receive 
sealed proposals for the purchase of school bonds in 
the sum of $520,000 up to 2 o’elock, February 5, 
1906, each of said bonds to bear interest at 5 per 
pent per annum, payable semi-annually. Said 
bonds are 520 in number. denomination $1000 each. 
A certified check payable to the chairman of the 
board for 3 per cent. of the amount bid for must ac- 
eompany each bid. 

Sealed proposals for the purchase of school bonds 
in the sum of $5000, or any portion thereof, of the 
Tropico School District will be received by the 
Board of Supervisors of Los Angeles County up to 
2 o'clock, January 22, said bonds to bear 5 per 
cent. interest. 

At a recent meeting of the Board of Trustees of 
Ocean Park the question of the $10,000 bond issue 
for the purpose of constructing bulkheads along the 
ocean front at Short Line Beach was turned down. 
It was decided that the city should build at street 
ends, and the property owners put up protection 
for their property. 

The bonds for the Coronado sea wall were to 
have been sold on January 27, but the wording will 
have to be changed, and the sale will not take place 
until later. 

The City Council of Pasadena received a recom- 
mendation from the City Commissioners to authorize 
the issue of $50,000 bonds for the purpose of erecting 
a fire department station and providing equipment. 
It is asked that at the same time the people be 
allowed to vote on $20,000 bonds for street im- 
provements. 

Stockholders of the Rindge Navigation Company 
and the Middle River Company are to be merged 
into the Rindge Land and Navigation Company, and 
a bond issue of $1,500,000 will be authorized Jan- 
vary 31.
